al officeholders and candidates. As the votes were 
reported, Glaab supporters were at first shocked as the 
absentee results came in. The crowd there followed the 
local results and watched television for statewide and 
national races until Glaab, and his brother Michael 
Glaab, who was defeated for re-election as Huron 
trustee, made “high road thank you” speeches. 
Candidates there included the Glaabs, and Township 
Trustee hopefuls Jerry Reynolds, James Mason and 
R.P. Lilly. (The latter two were write-in candidates.) 

Similarly as the hopefuls and political watchers 
analyzed other results, the 10 precincts voted trustee 
candidates in different orders and strengths. Overall 
first place finisher Incumbent Nora Adkins ran third in 
two precincts. 

Barron lost three precincts to his opponent Linda 
Dyer but ran stronger in the absentee voting than he 
did overall. 

Comparing the Huron voters’ results in the 
Presidential and U.S. Senate races to the Supervisor 
and Treasurer races shows interesting variations as 
well.
